According to AntinjMELNIK, head of the 
OUN/M territorial provid in Gc.raany,. tho colonel arrived in o^er to help the or- 
ganization shape policy for 'the* UN IL'iDA. plenary session, to take place in February 
1954 and to investigate the organization of a "revolutionary center" vdthin the 
Ukrainian emigration. • 



2. There is vdthin the Oi!N/M a strong wing against further participation 
vdthin the UN RADA. This oppo^Cition became so great that the OUN/M was threatened 
with schism. In Germany, the cj^jposition is headed by Antin MELNIK, Vasllj^PA KOSH, 
(Cap tairt^ LATITSKI, and Iva^li-IIOT; in the United States, by larosl^ 
^roTe^sqii^ and others. , In the GUN/H Provid the opposition is ^sup- 

ported by Iiiriy^IK^BLOKHIN and Osip'BOIDUI^IYK. The opposition’s complaints are 
as follows 



a. The UN RADA v/as created basically in order to coordinate the activities 
of all .emigre political parties. Representational functions as an exile govern- 
ment were secondary. The opposition holds that the RADA, since its creation, has 
not made as much as one serious step tov/ard consolidation of emigre politics. On 
the contrary, it" is held, the socialist and democratic fractions in the RADA did 
everything possible to prevent coopoi^ation between the RjlDA and groups outside of 
/ it. Here the opposition djas in liiind RADA policy toward DOLENKO’ s Peasant Party 
"^(SZSUr-.SP_), PROKOPCHUK Const^ctive and Creative Forces of the Ukrai ne" 
(SKTSU), failure to rea'ch agreevient with^ ZrUIiyR, lack of initiative in attempting 
' to bring the ZCh/OUN into the -R.-.DA, and failure to malce any effort to^ bring in .the 
Hetraanit.e^(SHD). . r*. .. *

'b. The opposition holds tl'.ut the RADA has not taken cognizance of the, true 
balance of forces in the Ukrainian endgration. The RADA follows a principle of 
"dividing" the emigration into three sectors, socialist, democratic, nationalist. 

It holds that the RADA and its l.Kecutive Organ are domi.nated by a coalition of the . 
socialist and democratic sectors v;hich represent a mere handful of emigres, vdiereas 
the nationalist sector, represents the majority. All efforts of OUN/M delegates 
to persuade the RADA to reach decisions on the basis of friendly coordination vdth 
the nationalist sector have been unsuccessful. This state of affairs the opposi- 
tion considers inadmissable, holding that its continuance cannot be countenanced 
by the OUN/M. 

c, ThQ. RADA and its Execut:i.ve Organ suffer from failure to define the compe- 
tence of various offices. Although the Executive Organ has definite departments 
with clear objectives, the socialist-democratic coalition has paralyzed the vrork 
of those departments headed by nationalist representatives. The .Minister of For- 
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eign Affairs is t)r... Stepan VYTyfTS) 7, -who lives in tlie United States. His assistant 
is DnDrtro ANDHIJiP/SKY, -who lives in (.lermany. All RADA foreign relations belong to 
VYTVYTSKy's ministry, and such relations in Kurope should have been in the hands of 
ANDRIEVSKY. However, VYTVYTSKY di<i not inform AI.JDRIEVSia of his activities. AN- 
DRIEVSKY had to get his information indirectly, from I ykolarLIVITSKY , ^ piridon 
••^DOVHAL or from general letters wi'i-.ten to the RADA. The matter of th^^Am^^ 

Committee and Radio Liberation fal?.s vdthin the province of the ministry or^rdreign 
affairs, according to the oppositi 'n, and in Germany should have been handled by 
ANDRIEVSKY. Hov;ever, the socialist-democratic monopolists gave it to ^lyicola 
LIYITSKY, vho is the minister of p.ress and propaganda, LIVITSKY behaved as though 
he were foreign minister, did not consult ANDRIEVSKY. At the same time, it is held 
that LIVITSKY ignored his legitimate duties, such as putting out Visti ^ the official • 
news bulletin of the RADA. The Vi -^ti appeared irregularly, late, and when it did, 
it gave incorrect and erronious information. 



d. The opposition states that several years ago it was decided that the min- 
istry of press and propaganda should publish informational books in the leading 
V/estem languages. Although finaxices exist, to this date, these works have not ap- 
peared, They did not appear because the socialist-democratic sector ignored this 
matter, and when the nationalist ;Qctor prepared such a book, the coalition exer- 
cised censorship rights and refus -d to approve publication. They held the works 
were not socialist enough, not de.iocratic enough. Blame for this falls on Mykola 
LIVITSKY, it is held, wbo instead of talking care of his proper duties concerned 
himself with foreign affairs. ' 

e. The opposition holds that the president of the Ukrainian Peoples* Republic 

(in exile), Andri^^LiyiTSKY, was influenced by the socialist-democi^tic coalition 
to violate that republic's constitution. After the death of Stepai^AM chairman 
of the Executive Organ, according to the constitution his duties devolved upon his 
first assistant, ANDRIEVSKY, unt*‘. I the convocation of .a plenaiy session to reor- 
ganize the Executive Organ, HoAvrver, the socialist-democratic coalition was per- 
turbed because BARAN'S constitutional successor happened to be a nationalist, and 
they demanded that President LIVj r:;KY issue a decree by virtue of which, the office 
of chairman of the Executive Org< n would rotate each week among all members of the 
Executive Organ. This flouting of tlie constitub.on created chaos in the Executive 
Organ and v;a 3 protested by such friends of the R/iDA as the Ukrainian Women’s 
League in the’‘-Unlted States head*'d by Mrs. H 1 cna*^'ivUDHI A ♦ Additions to the Execu- 

tive Organ, according to the con^bitution, take place as a result of a presidential 
decree, which requests that a na icd R>\DA official form a new Executive Organ (cab- 
inet). . President LIVITSKY, the opposition holds, broke the constitution by ap- 
pointing a new member to the Executive Organ, the socialist This was 

done simply in order to balance bhat sector against the nationalist. 

X. The opposition states that in large degree RADA finances are obtained by 
collection campaigns. Such campaigns vfere carried out most effectively in Europe 
and the New Vforld by the OUN/M. The public v/hich donates money wants assurance 
that the money is spent properly. Thus far, despite repeated requests from the 
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OUN/M, the RADA has not publicized financial roports^» Normally, it is held, the 
state budget is discussed in p;irliamcnt and by tlie citizenry, and the RADA should 
do likewise* But, the opposition, holds, the RADA has not done so because such a 
report vdll displease the public by shov/ing that almost all the money was used f or • 
adndnistrative expenses — payj:<cnt of solaries, ti'avel costs, Entertainment costs, 
aid to democratic and socialist- puMlcations, not. for genuine reiization of a llb^ 
eratlon policy, 

g, Tho opposition holds t i it the ID\DA and its Executive Organ discriminate ^ 
against the OUN/M with the alley/ition that the latter is totalitarian^ In inter- 
party negotiations the democrat.'? c-oocialist coalition openly stated that future 
heads of the RM)A and of the Ex cutive Orgfm can never be a nationalist, for such 

a turn would compromise the PD\D.i in the eyes of the Vvestem democratic world and 
of the Ulcrainians* By this staisd.this coalition shows that it merely tolerates the 
OTO/M and does not consider the latter a serious partner. 

h. Finally, it is charged t.liat the socialist-Kiemocratic coalition is bringing 

about a fall in the prestige of hhe FD\DA ariong Ukrainians, The opposition holds that 
democracy permits cidticism of those in i>ower. The government, however, must not 
stoop to a low tone in answering its critics. The OUN/24 opposition affirms, how- 
ever, that ^fy■kola LIVITaCY and I'.is ministry of press , and propaganda have over- 
stepped the limits of decency in their polemcs with^CIl/oUN and ZPUHVR, . .

3* Such are the basic argui.-ents of the opposition within the OUN/M, These 
arguments were so convincing that th*o OUN/H authorized ATJDRIEVSKY and'^ General ) 
Mykola ^APUSTYANS ICY, OUN/M delegates in tho Executive Organ, to resign. Both 
ANDRIEVSKY and KAPUSTYAMSKY agrc'". that the RADARS deficiencies musj^ be removed, 
they hold that the idea at the b-ise of the Rj\DA muyt be preserved if possible. The 
oppositionists, however, believe that the R.'^DA can be saved only by a more equitable 
balance of power among the three sectors in it. This equalization, the opposition 
maintains, is possible only if the RADA brings into its fold the major emigre groups 
as yet outside (ZCh/oUN, ZPUHVH, ;jHD, etc.)* OUN/M discussions at the present time 
concern ways and means of broadening the MDA to malce it more representative* If 
this proves impossible, a new ^revolutionary center’* is planned as a competitor to 
the RADA, KASHUBA, speaking for the ZCh/OUN, stated it vfould be ready to join such 
a ” revolutionary center**. 
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
